Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 1J-15, 17-26, 49, 50 and 51 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hagenbach et 
al., U.S. Patent 4,567,222. 

Reference to Hagenbach et al . specifically teaches the 
required polysulf ide compounds in combination with the polymers 
as claimed by applicant. The reference further teaches these 
compositions for use with bitumen in bitumen-polymer 
compositions. The polymers are taught with a molecular weight of 
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applicant's claims being specifically taught, although not 
preferred, in column 4. The different types of polymers are 
taught in column 1. The choice of specific polymer would be at 
least prima facie obvious if not specifically anticipated by the 
teaching of column 1 for use of these polymers in the taught 
compositions. Applicant's claimed compositions are, therefore, 
either fully anticipated or, at the very least, rendered prima 
facie obvious from the teaching of the reference to Hagenbach et 
al. 
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
